The  employees  of  Che  Dallas  ASCS  Commodity  Office  are  again  surpassing 
all  work  production  goals  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
as  they  have  done  every  year  for  the  past  10  years * 

C.  H.  Moseley,  director  of  the  office,  said  today  that  this  is  an 
enviable  record  for  any  office  inside  or  outside  government.  He 

lauded  members  of  the  staff 
for  increasing  their  effort  to 
improve  work  performance  and 
boost  production. 

”If  1952  is  taken  as  a base  of 
100  per  cent  for  cougar ison, 
we  are  now  turning  out  work  at 
the  rate  of  387  per  cent,”  he 
said. 


'^uch  attention  is  gives  these 
days  to  increases  in  worker 
productivity  in  private  industry 
but  there  are  few  indeed  who  could 
match  our  annual  increase  of  38.  7 
per  cent,”  said  Moseley. 

”There  has  not  been  a year  in  the  past  10  when  the  Dallas  office  has 
failed  to  improve  its  record  over  the  previous  year.  The  in^rovement 
due  to  increased  efficiency  in  the  last  year  alone  represents  a saving 
of  79  full-time  employees.  By  producing  almost  four  times  as  much 
work  per  man  day  as  we  did  in  1952,  we  are  saving  the  taxpayers 

hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  per  emphasized.

Polio  Vaccination  Campaign 

You  have  probably  been  reading 
news  of  plans  for  the  oral  polio 
vaccination  campaign.  The  Dallas 
County  Medical  Society  will  offer 
the  vaccine  at  various  schools 
throughout  the  county  on  July  29  and 
August  5.  Consult  your  local  news- 
paper for  the  time  and  th^  location 
nearest  you. 

You  should  take  the  oral  vaccine, 
even  though  you  have  received  the 
Salk  vaccine  inactions.  The  Sabin 
oral  vaccine  is  expected  to  be  more 
effective.  With  the  number  of  polio 
cases  mounting  daily,  it  is  impera- 
, tive  that  we  protect  ourselves  by 
all  means  possible. 

Regardless  of  age,  everyone  of 
4 you  should  report  for  the  vaccine. 
Take  your  families  with  you.  The 
oral  vaccine  is  not  available  for 
distribution  through  our  office 
Health  Unit,  Dr.  ReB.  Wolford,  CSC 
Regional  Medical  Officer,  urges  that 
all  Federal  employees  participate  in 
the  mass  county»wide  program.  This 
was  also  the  recommendation  of  local 
U.S.  Public  Health  officials. 

On  the  Sundays  of  July  29  and 
August  5,  Type  I polio  vaccine  will 
be  given.  Later,  campaigns  will  be 
planned  for  doses  of  Types  II  and  III 
which  are  necessary  to  complete  immu- 
nization against  the  three  types  of 
polio.  If  you  miss  a dose,  consult 
your  physician  for  it. 

During  the  mass  vaccination  pro- 
gram, no  actual  charge  will  be  made, 
but  contributions  of  25^  per  dose 


are  requested.  The  vaccine  will 
be  free  for  those  who  cannot 
afford  to  pay.
